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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-23 and 33-47, drawn to periodically opening a viewer program in which 
a next ad file fi-om an ad file pool is displayed and hiding the viewer program 
after a predetermined numbers, classified in class 709, subclass 219 and 224. 

II. Claims 24-33, drawn to the monitoring a connection and access control system 
causes the communication link to the network to be severed if it fails to received 
an expected pulse message. . . severed if there is a discrepancy, classified in class 
709, subclass 229. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct fi-om each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as periodically 
opening a viewer program window in which a next ad file from the ad file pool is displayed and 
hiding the viewer program window after a predetermined number of ad files from the ad file pool 
have been played and keeping the viewer program window hidden for a predetermined quiet 
interval and managing the ad file pool so as to keep track of the number of times each ad file in 
the ad file pool has been viewed and determine when each ad file in the ad file pool should no 
longer be viewed, but lacks wherein the viewer program sends a pulse message to the access 
control system at predetermined intervals, and the access control system causes the 
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communication link to the network to be severed if it fails to receive and expected pulse 
message. In the instant case, Invention II has separate utility such as wherein the viewer 
program sends a pulse message to the access control system at predetermined intervals, and the 
access control system causes the communication link to the network to be severed if it fails to 
receive and expected pulse message, but lacks periodically opening a viewer program window in 
which a next ad file from the ad file pool is displayed and hiding the viewer program window 
after a predetermined number of ad files from the ad file pool have been played and keeping the 
viewer program window hidden for a predetermined quiet interval and managing the ad file pool 
so as to keep track of the number of times each ad file in the ad file pool has been viewed and 
determine when each ad file in the ad file pool should no longer be viewed. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Group I search (Claims 1-23 and 33-60) would require use of search of class 709/219 
(which would not be required for Group H). 
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7. Group II search (Claims 24-32) would require use of search of class 709/229 (which 
would not be required for Group I). 

8. A telephone call was made to Joel G. Landau on 04 March 2004 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made (see 
also attached interview summary). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

9. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
appUcation. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 

1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
